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Parking Lights 


O perceptible improvement in night parking conditions has resulted from the 

decision to permit parking without lights in certain streets and subject to the 

approval of the local police. The main reasons for this are that such parking 
places are not clearly marked, and there is rarely a constable available for an 
opinion at the precise moment that a motorist wishes to park. In the meantime, 
owners of modern cars must continue to leave them with parking lights aglow in 
a fair imitation of a Christmas tree. The sight gives them no satisfaction, because 
it invariably means that any prolonged period under such an excess of illumination 
will be shown by protest on the part of the battery. Summer nights make things 
easier, because long daylight hours give time for charging, but the winter is regarded 
with apprehension. 

We are well aware that the provision of dual rear lamps is a good safety measure 
and kills the two birds of home and export requirements with one stone, but need 
a third bulb be so frequently used to illuminate the number plate? And is it not 
time to follow the good example of the French, both legally and in design? Parking 
lights on one side of the car only are permitted over the Channel, and French cars 
are usually fitted with single-bulb lamps showing yellow to the front and red to 
the rear unless the wiring of the car is so arranged that side and tail lamps on one 
side only can be left on for parking. If the single bulb of the former type of lamp 
is compared with the seven that are left alight for parking purposes on a certain 
well-known British car, the advantages in terms of ampére-hours are obvious. 

Let us, for everyone’s sake, call a halt to this extravagance. The Government 
can surely be persuaded to amend the law regarding parking lights if the industry 
makes the necessary recommendations, and the alteration involved to existing 
wiring is not difficult. The reluctance with which the British part with bad prac- 
tices merely because they are long-standing is irritating to the native and incom- 
prehensible to the foreigner. 


Washed Out 


RITISH weather did its worst at Silverstone last Saturday, and the disappoint- 
ment of drivers, organizers and spectators at the sorry result—a washed-out 
Formula 1 final—deserves every sympathy. The action of the stewards in 

calling off the race must be approved; at Grand Prix speeds such weather raises the 
risk rate to an unjustifiable level. 

Where argument is likely to ensue is over their decision to award the trophies 
according to the order at the moment of stoppage. Victory in a Grand Prix does 
not necessarily go to the car which gets out in front in the first few laps. The 
problem lies in staying there until the end, and naturally none of the participants 
on Saturday was driving in the knowledge that the race would be over in six laps. 
It is difficult, however, to suggest any other satisfactory alternative. The obvious 
one is that the trophies should have gone to heat winners, but here again similar 
objections apply. Fangio won the first heat at 91.38 m.p.h., Farina the second at 
93.35 m.p.h. But it does not follow that, if both these drivers had been in the same 
heat, the Argentinian would have been second to the Italian. 

In such circumstances as applied at Silverstone the British attitude to victory 
in sporting events reasserts its value. “The game’s the thing”—and not neces- 
sarily is victory of paramount importance. Unfortunately, national prestige is 
nowadays inseparably linked with motor racing, and an unfortunate results list 
may be taken hardly by many whose understanding of the sport is less than com- 
plete. The fact suggests another alternative course of action in such circumstances; 
that is, to avoid implying the winner by not awarding the trophies at all. Such a 
result ensues when a football match is washed out, and it has much to commend it.

The 
heats of the International Trophy, the 500 c.c. race, and the 
two divisions of the production car race had all been models 
of their kind; Piero Taruffi had successfully demonstrated 
his record-breaking Italcorsa twin-fuselage car, and the 
whole long programme had been carried through without 
a hitch—until the weather took a hand. Desmond Scannell, 
secretary of the British Racing Drivers’ Club and organizer 
of the meeting, was for the first time beaten, by the one 
element over which even he had no control. 

The decision of the stewards to abandon the race alto- 
gether and to present the trophies and awards to the 
competitors in the order in which they stood when the race 
was stopped, was virtually the only possible one to make 
in the circumstances. Obviously it had surprising and—in 
some cases—inequitable results, but that is the luck of the 
game; certainly no one among the thousands of spectators 
quarrelled with the presentation of the principal award to 
Reg Parnell, whose feat in ploughing his way through the 
pack of cars from the fourth row, and establishing a clear

The Big Guns 


THE International Trophy race was, of 
course, scheduled to be run in two heats 
of fifteen laps each, with a 35-lap final 
In the first heat were the Alfa Romeos of 
Fangio and Bonetto, Parnell’s Ferrari, the 


Talbots of Rosier, Claes and Duncan 
Hamilton, the Maseratis of de Graffen- 
ried, David Murray and L. James, 
Manzon’s Simca, Rolt’s Delage (with 
E-type E.R.A. engine), Kelly's Alta, 
Abecassis and Moss with H.W.M.s and 
the E.R.A.s of Miles Martin and Shawe- 
Taylor, that of the last-named being the 
modified car previously raced by T. C. 
Harrison. Again, the grid positions were 
determined by practice times, and this 
gave rise to some slight confusion as 
Fangio’s record practice lap had been 
done in the car attributed in the race to 
Sanesi; Fangio, therefore, found himself 
in the second row, with Rosier and 
Duncan Hamilton, behind Bonetto, 
Manzon, Murray and Shawe-Taylor. 

Nevertheless, when the flag fell, Fangio 
came through to lead almost at once, fol- 
lowed by Bonetto and Parnell, with 
Shawe-Taylor and Manzon next in line. 
Parnel! was trying hard to overtake 
Bonetto and succeeded on the fifth lap to 
the accompaniment of cheers from the 
crowd, who were heartened by the sight 
of a green car so high in order, even if 
it was of Italian manufacture. 

Farther back, Stirling Moss was now 
pressing Rosier hard, but they were both 
passed on the seventh lap by Johnny 
Claes, who, however, spun round on Club 
Corner a lap later and stalled his engine. 
Abecassis, with the second H.W.M., had 
fallen out with an expensive noise in the 
engine; but on the tenth lap Moss passed 
Rosier to take seventh place. 

Parnell was now catching Fangio 
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steadily, while Manzon passed Shawe- 
Taylor into fourth place and began to 
close on Bonetto. Parnell actually got 
alongside Fangio on one occasion, but the 
latter immediately pulled out a little more 
to break the lap record at 96.29 m.p.h 
and win comfortably. Duncan Hamilton 
having had a pit stop to deal with a mis- 
fire in his Talbot, Stirling Moss finished 
sixth with the H.W.M., in front of all the 
Talbots and Maseratis—a very fine effort 

By the same confusion of cars in the 
Alfa Romeo camp, the line-up for the 
second heat found Sanesi in pole position 
and Farina in the third row.

Camouflage Again 


ROM up north, Dr. R. K. Robson 
writes to me. He has had a little 
Renault since November, 1950, 
and has been involved in fourteen ac¢i- 
dents, including three lorries, one 
Daimler Scout, two cars, one 1Scwt 
van, five cyclists, a man with a wheel- 
barrow and a pedestrian. So whai, 
you say? The answer is interesting. 
In the first place, as far as one can 
judge from a letter, I should say that 
Dr. Robson is by no means accident- 
prone, but is probably just such’ a 
driver as you and I (he owns also a 
12-50 Alvis and a Ruby-engined G.N. 
Now take the etceteras: The lorries 
and Scout car were met in broad day-

light; the doctor was driving along a 
straight country lane and had to take 
to hedge or ditch to avoid a head-on 
collision, in spite of horn sounding. _ In 
every case the drivers stopped, apolo- 
gized, and swore that they had not seen 
the Renault 

One private car driver started 
overtake and cut back in sharply, re- 
moving the Renault’s rear wing. He 
said that he was sure the car was well 
ahead of him. All the other accidents 
happened after dark while the Renauit 
was parked with the lights on, and ia 
every case the other party said that he 
had not seen the car, or had seen the 
car, but had pulled out too late to avoid 
it; this was true even of the man with 
the barrow! 

This all leads back to my experience 
when I utterly failed to see a grey 
Packard on a wet morning, for the 
colour of the Renault was black pearl— 
a good camouflage colour on a wet, 
dark night (it has now been sprayed 
blue). But how to explain the rest of 
it? The answer, the doctor and I both 
think, is that the small size of the 
Renault creates an optical illusion of a 
much bigger car farther off; and that, 
if you come to think of it, is a tribute 
to the designer in building a wonderful 
little “big car scaled down.” A sub- 
Sidiary reason is that the roof line is 
below the normal line of sight of many 
drivers, but this is a criticism of them, 
for they should be looking low enough 
to see even cats in the roadway 


Plastics 


Y personal opinion of plastics (for 
| what it matters) is that much 

damage has been done to them 
by their use in not very wise places. I 
am reminded of this by the removal of 
my rotor arm the other day. For some 
curious reason rotor arms can rarely 
be replaced easily, although everything 
is done in design to make them easily 
replaceable. I pressed mine quite 
lightly, and the plastic split away. On 
examination I saw that one side of the 
break was an old crack, the other side 
the crack that I had just caused. That 
little effort cost me Is 9d, and I feel 
bound to say that the rotor arm is a 
place for the use of an unbreakable ver- 
sion of the synthetic material, not the 
brittle stuff which is used at present.

Extra-mural 

S academic reading for car owners 
I think that fault-finding charts 
are the last word. They are well 
done—as well as possible. But the 
faults on my car always seem to be 
on one of the branches that has fallen 
off the family tree. Take two recent 
ones. For a long time I have been 
losing water and one morning I found, 
at last, positive evidence of the leak— 
drip, drip from the front of the block 
through a most inaccessible angle 
formed by the front face and a plate 
bolted to it. I showed it to the ser- 
vice manager, and forthwith he began 
to dismantle. After two days he was 
down to rock bottum—with nothing to 
reveal a leak, and the only reason that 
he could suggest was that the block 
was porous at that point. I have 
never come across this one as a reason 

for cooling system leakage 
At the same time my distributor 
leads and the distributor itself became 
soaked with oil from the air cleaner. 
Thinking that it had been carelessly 
oiled I asked for it to be swilled out 
and re-oiled. But it hadn’t been re- 
oiled recently. On dismantling, it was 
found that the pipe from the valve 
cover (the engine consumes its own 
fumes) was cracked, and that the oil 
spray coming up from the engine was

condensing at the crack and leaking 
out to drip over my electrics. Again, 
this is not one of the “ Likely Causes” 
that I have seen listed.

Up! Up! Up! 


HE recent insurance increase of 
124 per cent for the tariff offices 
led me to try ruefully calculating 
how much rates have gone up since 
1939. Exact comparison is impossible 
I have decided. The pre-war A area 
has been sub-divided into the modern 
A, B and C. So it is unfair to com- 
pare the old A with the new A; B and 
C have now become D and E. My 
guess is that, taking 1939 as 100, the 
present rate is 119, which will become 
134 in June. Of course, the increase in 
the value of cars means that many more 
owners than before the war insure com- 
prehensively. One might reasonably 
take out a third-party only policy on 
a pre-war £50 car. But that same 
car costs £200-odd today and must be 
fully covered. Also, post-war compre- 
hensive policies cover wider risks than 
their 1939 counterparts—accessories in 
the garage, increased medical expenses 
and luggage on the car, for example. 

I don’t want to be gloomy but I fore- 
see another rise about 1953. The new 
rates cannot yet be based on statistics 
for a full twelve months of ration-free 
petrol. Give the offices another 
months to digest the new rates and it 
may be found that further revision is 
necessary.

but 186 in 1950. This is in line with a

PERSIA AND PETROL 


WHILE the quarrel over the Anglo 
Iranian refinery at Abadan and oil 
interests in Persia may seem somewhat 
remote to motorists, the importance of 
Persia’s oil is emphasized by a recent 
answer from the Minister of Fuel and 
Power in the House of Commons. Mr 
Noel-Baker said that the sources of crude 
petroleum imported into the United 
Kingdom in 1950 showed that Persia was 
second only to all the other Middle East 
territories put together. These terri- 
tories supplied just over 5,000 tons, while 
Persia supplied 2,383. The Netherlands 


West Indies were third with 1,093 tons, 
and other quantities were incidental. 

It is obvious from these figures that 
Persia is of great importance in the 
supply of oil to the United Kingdom, 
and no doubt anxiety is being felt about 
future supplies. The greatest danger is 
that of expropriation of the Persian in- 
stallations of the Anglo-Iranian company, 
which would mean the expulsion of 
British personnel, leaving only Persians 
to run the enormous installations. As 
Persia has hardly anyone qualified to do

RACING WHEEL 


LTHOUGH it has been developed ° 


4+. for certain racing cars, a new spring- 
spoked steering wheel by V. W. Derring- 
ton, 159, London Road, Kingston-on- 
Thames, Surrey, is to be available for 
sports cars in general. 

The wheel is three-spoked, the spring- 
ing being fairly stiff, and it is very light. 
It is cut out from a solid plate of Dural, 
and the rim is completed with half-round 
strips of cane (hard), or solid rubber 
medium), or sponge rubber (soft); a 
real hide covering, available in any colour, 
completes the rim. There are three dia- 
meters to choose from—1I5+in, 16}in or 
174in, and there is also a four-spoke

version which costs more than the £4 10s 
less boss) for the standard wheel. The 
centre of the wheel is left as a plain area of 
plate so that it can be cut and drilled for 
any boss. In many cases, which include the 
TC MG., light alloy bosses are available. 
Special ones can be made, and existing 
bosses adapted, bur that is a matter which 
has to be settled individually by owners 
with the makers. 

This wheel should be a useful one for 
performance cars. The variable softness 
of rim is a good feature, the springiness 
about right for current tastes, and the 
appearance, though plain, is pleasing, 
suggesting the race track rather than the 
concours d’élégance. 


DRAUGHT DEFLECTORS 


[DRAUGHT deflectors for fitting at the 
forward end of front windows are 
being made by Everard and Co., Ltd., 
Buckler Works, Bampfield Street, Port- 
slade, Sussex. The principle is a simple 
one and was at one time incorporated in 
many cars as standard, but it has, like 
over-window louvres, been scrapped in 
the search for a smooth appearance for the 
car. 
The Everard model has a top and a 
bottom ball mounting with fixing plates 
drilled for attachment to panelling by 
self-tapping screws, and is made of chro- 
mium-plated brass. It is supplied for any 
model and make specified by an owner, 
and costs £1 17s 6d in plate glass and 
£1 18s 6d in safety glass. Deflectors in 
large demand, such as those for smal! 
Fords, are available in toughened safety

giass, but those specially made for a rarer 
model are normally supplied in plain 
plate; in such a position as the deflectors 
occupy, near to people in the car, safety 
glass does seem desirable, however. 

The air deflecting action is strong. The 
pair submitted enabled a window to be 
open in rainy weather, were easily adjust- 
able, and held themselves in position. 
There is no adjustment in the ball mount- 
ings, which should, however, retain for 
a long time the necessary stiffness. 


VENTILATION 


ANOTHER approach to keeping the 
interior of the car ventilated is seen 
in a transparent plastic strip, the Cul, for 
fitting on top of a slightly open window, 
where it closes the space between the 
window and frame. The strip is made 
with its lower edge formed into tabs which 
are pushed down over the glass, alter- 
nately inside and outside, and hold it 
firmly. The front of a right-hand or left- 
hand strip—they are made in pairs— 
points inwards into the car and the rear 
points outwards, so that there is an air 
extracting effect. 

In use, there are variations in perform- 
ance according to how the strips are set 
On the whole, it was found that it paid 
nearly to fill the space at the top of the 
window, using more than one strip, and 
leaving only 2in gaps. Larger gaps tend 
to admit rain. There are two sizes, 7in 
at 5s 6d and llin at 7s 9d. The makers 
are Commercial Utilities, Ltd., Walnut 
Tree Close, Guildford, Surrey.

may be burgled when parked by forcing 
down the window against winder resist- 
ance, exposing the door lock handle; 
windows with very sloping front edges 
create a rain- and draught-admitting gap 
between pillar and glass, for which the 
device makes no provision, when lowered 
slightly; and the strip will be knocked off 
by the door if the window is fully wound 
down. These minor points must be 
made, but nevertheless the device is a 
useful and pleasantly conceived one, and 
can give a good degree of draught-free 
ventilation in a car which is not given a 
built-in ventilating system by its makers. 


POLISHES 


A NEW liquid polish and a wax polish 
have been introduced by LC.I. The 
liquid is very similar to the familiar Belco 
No. 7 and is suitable for cleaning and 
polishing the car before the waxing pro- 
cess. It may be used on a dry surface or 
while the car is wet after washing. If used 
wet, it may be allowed to dry before 
being polished or, on a car in good con- 
dition, washing off may be found satis- 
factory. 

The wax is orthodox, requiring “ elbow 
grease” for a really good finish, but it is 
claimed to be more easily worked than 
previous solid waxes of this type. A 160z 
tin of liquid polish costs 3s 3d and the 
wax costs 5s for a 7oz tin.

DISPLAYED EXHIBITS

On this visit it was pos- 
sible to go behind the house by a garden path and visit the 
old bakehouse where “Jane’s cart” is still kept. This is a 
donkey cart which she used for journeys to Steventon and 
elsewhere. It remains in the shed almost as if she had just 
used it and put it away for the weekend. The well in the 
courtyard is still in use. 

The caretaker of the museum, Mrs. Newman, a friendly 
and well-informed cicerone, will admit the visitor for 1s on 
Tuesdays, Thursdays and Saturdays (and on other days 
by special request, if she is at home). 

Jane and her sister Cassandra lived here from 1809 to 
1817, and those who have felt the full attraction of hér 
writings (some hold her the greatest of the English novelists, 
and none denies that she is among the great) will wish to 
visit the thatched village of Chawton. From the one-time 
sitting room window they can look out at the garden, at that 
view which was seen by “ the sharpest eyes in English litera-

ture,” as they have been described. It is also possible to go 
to the bedroom where Jane Austen lay at the start of her 
last illness. She did not actually die in Chawton Cottage, 
but in Winchester, where she was moved to be nearer to her 
doctor. The house in College Street is marked with a small 
plaque, which was visited on a similar journey to this one. 
She is, of course, buried in Winchester Cathedral. 

It is difficult not to see Chawton still full of the life of 
park and village and great house that made up the “ani- 
mated tranquillity” of the novels. 

When the Jaguar travellers left Chawton the London 
gloom was almost dissipated, and it was noticed that a few 
spikes of bud were even daring to show themselves in this 
intimidating spring. The roads were still wet and the day 
a little murky, but it was tempting to extend the Jaguar 
again on the long stretch over the downs to Stockbridge 
and Salisbury, where the road takes long undulations and 
is visible for miles ahead. My companion, the runner-in of 
Jaguars and hunter of rare books, had already decided on a 
visit to a certain ancient bookshop in Salisbury. First, of 
course, we had passed Winchester, another part of the 
Wessex richness. 

The shop was reputed to have some first editions of Jane 
Austen (such things being much as vintage Bugattis in a 
different sphere). There is no doubt that such a car as this 
Jaguar is of great indirect importance to a collector. It does 
not exactly locate first editions, but it makes the southern 
counties much smaller, and there are interesting shops in

Winchester and Bournemouth, to say nothing of Guildford. 
It enables the bibliophile to swoop on his quarry like an 
enthusiastic falcon, while less fortunate men content them- 
selves with book lists and postal services. 

Before entering Salisbury we paid a quick visit to Old 
Sarum. I was surprised to be told that the present city is 
rather as the new town at Stevenage will be to London, the 
result of a piece of conscious green-belting. Old Sarum, the 
city of the early Middle Ages and before, was sited on the 
ramparts of an earlier fortress. It was fortress and abbey 
church combined. The move to the present site was a 
result of overcrowding and—this is hinted in the official 
pamphlet—some disagreement between Church and Mili- 
tary. 

After lunch, to the bookshop of Mr. Beach. Salisbury itself 
is a pleasing confusion of. timbered ancient houses and 
mellow streets, with the perpendicular up-leaping of the 
Cathedral in domination. Just the place, in fact, where one 
might expect to find just such a shop as Mr. Beach’s. The 
building is one of the oldest—if indeed not the oldest—in 
Salisbury and has been lovingly restored. Downstairs, be- 
hind the inset lights of the window, is the shelfy grotto of 
the shop; upstairs is the house where the first editions that 
we sought were lovingly carried. A picture of one of them 
is reproduced. It is hoped that Mr. Beach will not mind his 
place being described in some detail, but the risk must be 
taken. Some of the timbering in this exquisite house must 
be 18 inches thick, set off by white plastered panels and an 
= _— carven overmantel and floors of the deepest 
polish. 

Downstairs, at the business level, Mr. Beach sits, walled 
in by first editions. The collector’s bug had got me, too, 
by this time, and I indulged in a first edition of a favourite 
novelist, of more recent date than Jane Austen. 

It was still raining when we directed the Jaguar in search 
of a welsh rarebit for tea, before the run home. Salisbury 
is the kind of place in which all sorts of interesting nooks 
for tea might be found, but, short of time, we were content 
with the modest and democratic Cadena. The bookshop 
is just exterior to the archway at the entrance to the Cathe- 
dral Close. So there was a pause to look at the tranquil- 
faced sculptures that stand down the surface of the West 
Front. Salisbury is a complete contrast to the squatness 
of Winchester, though the latter is so close in miles. 
Perhaps the two buildings reveal two aspects of the national 
character. Scaffolding showed on the spire, where some 
much-needed restoration is still in progress. 

There is regard for quality here, too, and it helped to 
pop the seal upon my satisfaction and that of my biblio- 
philosophical friend, who had allowed me to try his newly 
run-in Jaguar. This struck the conversational note for us 
on the run back, during which the weather was so bad 
that it was hardly worth changing drivers. Although it was 
late March, snow cross-hatched the head lamp beams on the 
night run back over the Hog’s Back, which suggested, we 
thought, just a little more Wessex variety still.

Caravan Topics 


JN my notes early last year I men- 

tioned my aim to build a really 
light caravan embodying a method of 
construction that I had used over 20 
years ago. In March I suddenly de- 
cided to have it built forthwith, and 
gave the order to the same manufac- 
turer who, under my guidance, had 
built my 1949 van. The new van was 
completely experimental in design and 
construction except, as mentioned 
above, that it was tried out in a small 
way in 1930 and that I had since gained 
further valuable experience over ex- 
tensive mileage with proprietary vans. 
The new one was 13ft long and the 
design provided, apart from standard 
requirements, everything necessary for 
prolonged touring, including a separ- 
ate toilet room, double and single beds, 
cold-water storage tank with pump ser- 
vice to sink, gas lighting and 
heating, and supplementary electric 
lighting. In fact, a complete touring 
flat on wheels, and when finished and 
equipped ready for the road with gas 
cylinder, and water in the tank, it actu- 
ally turned the scale at under 13cwt, 
owing mainly to the fact that it has no 
chassis in the accepted sense 

I took delivery on June 19, at 2.30 
p.m., and, with no trial run (such was 
my confidence in it) set off for Chel- 
tenham. The hundred-mile trip was 
covered comfortably in 34 hours, and I 
knew immediately that I had a winner. 
[t towed superbly at all speeds, and 
was completely free from rolling, pitch- 
ing and snaking. The car, a 16 hp. 
Austin, pulled it as though it were a 
shadow. Since that initial run I have 
covered several thousand no-trouble 
miles in England and Scotland, and 
have acquired quite an affection for it. 
In view of the small size the space in- 
side is something to wonder at. Most 
visitors comment very favourably upon 
the immediate impression of spacious- 
ness. 

The point of all this is that my 
opinion, expressed for years, that cara- 
vans generally are much too heavy for 
serious touring, has been amply 


_ proved, and a caravan can be built that 


will give real carefree towing in any 
part of the country. A smaller size 
weighing, say, 10cwt, could be taken up 
the side of a house almost by a Ten. 
During this year I hope to subject it to 
a still more drastic tour than my Land’s 
End to John o’ Groats and back of 
1950. 


A Question of Policy 


ARAVANNERS are advised in all 
seriousness to insure their cara- 
vans and contents against loss by fire 
or other accidental causes. This ap- 
plies particularly to those who are all- 
the-year-round users. During a re- 
cent tour I saw the remains of an 
almost new caravan that had been 
burned literally to the ground by ex- 
ternal means during the owner’s ab- 
sence. 

Except for the wheels, springs and 
axle, the residue was so much ash, 
a sorry sight indeed. The unfortunate 
owner lost every penny of his purchase 
price, for he had failed to take out a 
covering policy as the caravan was 
used mainly at weekends. Consider- 
ing the reasonable premiums it is 
penny wise and pound foolish to 
neglect this simple precaution. 


“Caravan Park Full” 


HERE are well over one hundred 
caravan manufacturers in this 
country, some of the larger ones turn- 
ing out vans from an assembly line. 
Where do they all go to? I can tell 
you. More often than not they go to 
the listed caravan sites that you and I 
wish to use when we are on tour. This 
last summer I was confronted by more 
“Full Up” notices than ever before. 
One cannot blame the owners of these 
parks, for by catering for the resident 
caravanner (a misnomer if ever there 
was one) they obtain a regular income 
all the year round and haven’t the 
bother of dealing at all hours with 
itinerant caravanners seeking a pitch.

A Matter of Compression and Elasticity 


[63365.}—There is nothing mysterious Mr. Roger North's 
problem of the bee and the car [63333]. This apparent paradox 
follows from a false hypothesis. Mr. North’s statement that 
two bodies in contact must either be stationary or both moving 
at the same speed while they remain in contact is true only 
for the particular case of two entirely rigid and inelastic bodies, 
which do not exist in the workaday world 

What actually happens is this. Sashes a short space of time 
following first contact with the windscreen the body of the bee 
is drastically deformed. ‘The whole is rapidly (but not instan- 
taneously) decelerated, particle by particle, to zero velocity, 
then accelerated again to the velocity of the windscreen. The 
force involved is too much for the bee to withstand, and it 
emerges from the collision as a wet smear on the surface of 
the screen. It should be noted that the latter also suffers some 
deformation, but not usually beyond its elastic limit, so that 
it returns to its normal shape after impact. 

The car is, of course, not brought to rest, even for an instant, 
but it does suffer a reduction im velocity as a result of the 
collision, which can be very simply calculated from the fact that 
the total momentum of car and bee before and after impact is 
unchanged. If the car weighs one ton and is trave at 50

GRAPHITE 
Experience with Two Cars 


[63366.]—I should like to refer to [63262] concerning the use of 
colloidal graphite. I own two cars, both of which have always 
been run on a graphited oil. The first is a 1936 Wolseley Wasp 
saloon. It was purchased in 1938, and after a few months of 
running the engine was stripped, the crankshaft was reground, 
bearings were remetalled, and new piston rings fitted. It had been 
rebored by the previous owner. 

The engine was assenibled using running-in compound con- 
taining colloidal graphite, and has been run ever since on a 
graphited oil. I have now covered 89,000 miles. Nothing what- 
soever has been done to this engine except for one “ decoke” in 
1945. Compression on all four cylinders is very good and is 
guite even. Present oil consumption is one quart in 300-350 
miles. 

Apart from the remarkably low cylinder “bore wear, the general 

ngine wear has been very slight; for example, the valve gear is 
extremely quiet, and although tappet clearances are checked 
regularly adjustment has been necessary only once since 1938. 

The other car is a 1934 Singer Le Mans two-seater. This was 

ought in 1945 and the engine immediately stripped and com- 
‘etely reconditioned, including reboring. Many modifications 
ere made at the time—20 thous off the head, 12 Ib off the fly- 
vheel, oversize inlet valves fitted after machining out the seatings, 
nd so on. 

The engine was reassembled using r.i.c. once again, and has 
now covererd 12,000 very hectic miles using a graphited oil. 
Quite frankly, this car has been treated rather unkindly, as 
maximum performance is usually demanded from it. However, 
the head was removed this winter for its first “deeoke” and no 
measurable wear in the cylinder bores could be detected. Oil 
consumption is extremely low (approximately 900 miles to the 
quart 

Owing to the very high compression ratio and present-day fuel 
it is always mecessary to rev up this engine when switching off, 
otherwise running-on occurs. The Wolseley, however, is never 
revved up as no running-on occurs. It would seem, therefore, 
that revving-up or otherwise has no effect on bore wear, but the 
use of an oil containing colloidal graphite does result in a very 
marked reduction in wear not only of cylinder bores but also 
of the engine generally. 

Incidentally, both cars spend a considerable period out of 
doors, as my garage holds only one car. Starting on a cold 
morning has never given the slightest trouble with either car, 
and in consequence, both “ starting” handles are used solely for 
what should be their one and only function—adjusting tappets!

TRANS-AFRICA 
Competition in a Developing Market 


[63367.}—My long-delayed copy of The Autocar for March 9 has 
just reached me and I am moved to write to you at once on the 
subject of your leading article concerning the trans-African Rally, 
and non-participation of British official representatives. 

Far from being charged with having “ wisdom after the event,” 
I would prefer to congratulate you on having spoken at all, for you 
have indeed pointed out a sad omission 

A few basic facts have to be considered. The first is that 
Africa as a whole remains one of the few areas upon the earth 
which has yet to be fully developed. That development is now 
going on with its attendant increase of population and purchasing 
power—purchasing power to buy cars, for a car is well-nigh essen- 
tial to every European and better-off indigenous family unit. 
Therefore, those who get in on the ground floor and hold their 
places will do well. 

Secondly, because of the high percentage ownership of cars 
by families, there is an intense interest in all cars and their 
individual characteristics, and of these characteristics perhaps road 
riding, and the ability to maintain good road riding over very 
many thousands of miles, loom largest. When the populations 
of other parts of the world—either with equally bad roads, or 
good roads—come to consider the virtues of cars which have 
crossed the “ Dark Continent” they cannot fail to be impressed 
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by the performance of Britain’s competitors. The absence of 
British teams passing through Nairobi was discreetly passed over, 
though many had a not-too-pleasant explanation. 

And who are Britain’s competitors? Speaking from my know- 
ledge of the public’s tastes in the Union of South Africa, Tan- 
ganyika, and Kenya, I would say this: In South Africa where 
major roads are being tarred and there is an almost free market 
for the world, the American car still holds first place in the 
estimation of the ser (as in Tanganyika and Kenya), but 
devaluation has reduced the market, though this is being nullified 
again by the increase in price of British and Continental products. 
Of the Continental cars, the Peugeot and Skoda have long been 
popular in the Union for their robustness and road-riding quali- 
ties. Im Tanganyika, where the worst roads in the world exist, 
the American car again, until importation was stopped. Now 
Skoda and Peugeot are entering the field. 

In Kenya the American car was barred, but one sees hundreds 
of Peugeots and many Skodas, and the little Renault makes its 
appearance. Mercedes are now being imported. Peugeot, Skoda 
and Mercedes have enviable reputations, and though one sees 
more British cars than any of these, they are making inroads into 
the market—and with good reasons, I might say. The journey 
of the little 1,085 c.c. Skoda from Nairo i to Cape Town last 
year, in five days, has not passed unnoticed, nor the more recent 
Cape-Algiers journey of the Peugeot. 

I therefore say to British manufacturers—watch this growing 
continent; show how your products can take the frightful roads 
with reliability. And one additional thing—attend to your spares 
policy. To you, Mr. Editor, I say—better to have spoken late 
than never.

Magneto 


I have a 1928 16.9 h.p. Morris —_ 
model with magneto ignition. I would 
like to alter this to coil ignition by 
the magneto as a make-and-break. 
would be very grateful if you could kindly 
give me some information as to how this 
ts t0 be done. It is a four-cylinder Lucas 
magneto. L. G. V.

FREMOVE the magneto armature and 
disconnect primary and secondary 
connections; also break condenser con- 
nections. Replace armature. Take out 
the pick-up which is situated at the drive 
end of the magneto and drill a }in hole 
in the top to take the h.t. cable from the 
coil. In order to enable the cast cover 
to be replaced at the drive end of the 
magneto, it will be necessary for a hole 
to be drilled in that also to permit entry 
of the h.t. cable. A standard distributor 
condenser will have to be fitted across the 
magneto contacts and should be con- 
nected so that one side is to the contact 
breaker lead as near to the contacts as 
possible, and the other side should be 
earthed. 

The slip ring should have been removed 
from the armature altogether, and the car- 
bon and spring which normally make 
contact with the slip ring should also be 
removed from the h.t. pick-up. 

This gives some idea of the work in- 
volved but it is not recommended.

Some weeks ago my magneto failed me 
and examination showed excessive mois- 
ture and corrosion on the windings. I 
have thought of fitting a dual ignition sys- 
tem with a separate coil, using the contact 
breaker of the magneto — picking up 
the connections to this via another lead 
and centre brush, which could be fixed 
into place when required. I have made a 
small brush unit to replace the orthodox 
high tension transfer brush, and this feeds 
h.t. current from the coil to the end of the 
“ pencil” and thence to the normal mag- 
neto distributor. This works but there is 
one snag. The Lt. supply to the contact 
breaker energizes the armature of the 
magneto and resists any — to rotate 
this. . w. 2

UDGING by the original fault, it 
would appear that you need either a 
replacement magneto or a new armature. 
For some time now armature windings 
have been treated by a process of vacuum 
impregnation which makes them almost 
impervious to moisture, and failures from 
this cause are unlikely to occur again. 
There is another snag. When coil ignition 
is in use the primary winding of the mag- 
neto armature is, in effect, connected 
across the contact points. This energizes 
the magneto armature but this energizing 
current will partially demagnetize the 
magneto, seriously impairing a 
performance. Also the presence the 
low resistance of the armature primary in 
this position will prevent the correct 
operation of the coil-ignition system. 
It would not be casy to devise a 
dual-ignition system on these lines. Con- 
siderable modification to the contact 
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breaker would be necessary to isolate the 
armature primary winding when coil 
ignition was in use, while permitting a 
quick conversion from coil to magneto 
ignition. It is doubtful whether such a 
modification could be made without ad- 
verse effects on the performance and re- 
liability of the magneto. 


Starter Failure 


My 1937 Austin Sixteen is serviced 
regularly each month. I travel from 
Westgate to Margate, 24 miles, the car 
is parked for 12 hours im the open air, 
then after my work is finished I make the 
return journey. About four months ago 
the starter spring broke and was replaced. 
Two months ago the starter motor only 
whirred without connecting with the fiy- 
wheel. A garage mechanic cleaned the 
motor and it worked perfectly for one 
month when the same thing happened. 
The mechanic could suggest only that my 
short runs caused condensation as the in- 
side was corroded with rust. It has 
occurred again this week after three weeks 
and now the mechanic has drilled two 
small holes in the casing, allowing it to 
breathe, j. E. D.

iw is quite probable that the explanation 
suggested, condensation causing rust, 
is the correct one. The broken spring 
was probably just bad luck; the springs 
do occasionally break, but the failure of 
the pinion to engage is usually owing to 
dirt or rust preventing the pinion from 
moving freely. 

Of coursé¢, the car is standing in a damp, 
soot-laden atmosphere which is very con- 
ducive to the formation of rust and, owing 
to the short distance you travel, the 
engine and everything bencath the bonnet 
can rarely get really warm. lensation 
can readily occur; therefore it is doubtful 
whether the drilling of ventilation holes 
will have any beneficial effect 


Oil Consumption 


I have oom purchased a 1946 M.G 
Type TC. The engine was reputed to 
have been rebored 20 thou, and to have 
had new bearings just before purchase. 

However, the engine uses a fair amount 
of oil, about a pint per 100 miles. Could 
this heavy consumption occur if the 
engine had actually been rebored? If so, 
could you suggest any other cause?

‘THE oil consumption should not be as 
much as 100 miles per pint, but it 
ts difficult to tell you exactly where the 
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oil is going without examination of the 
car. If the ine has recently been re- 
bored, the oil uld not be conting past 
the pistons, but there is a possibility that 
owing to wear on the valve gear you are 
getting an excessive quantity of o1] down 
the valve guides—which will, of course, 
give you rather heavy oi! consumption. 


Over-sensitive Brakes 


The brakes of my 1937 Railton have 
been too powerful ever since I had the 
car 13 years ago. No matter how car 
one is in the initial application, all four 
wheels lock if any real pressure is put on 
the pedal, quite wrespective of the speed. 
While it ts possible to obtain a very quick 
and safe retardation from, say, 75 to # 
m.p.h., the car is an absolute nightmare 
on wet roads at 25-30 m.p.h. The whole 
braking system has been thoroughly 
checked and it seems generally agreed 
that the leading shoe is the trouble as it 
causes the wheel to lock before the other 
shoe comes properly into operation. Can 
you make any suggestions ? K.H.M

iw is most unusual to hear anyone com- 

plaining of brakes being ‘too powerful, 
but it is well appreciated how alarming 
this state of affairs can be. As you seem 
to have tried all the obvious things, you 
might now make sure that the correct 
type of linings are used (of the same 
material as the makers’ original specifica- 
tion). Secondly, check that the pull-off 
springs are set at the correct tension and 
have not been modified or replaced; and 
thirdly, at your own risk, you could 
reduce the area of the leading shoe lining, 
although it is not certain whether this 
would be an efficient remedy. 


Block Too Worn 


I recently purchased a 1937 Lanchester 
Fourteen. Determined to have every- 
thing in first-class order, I had the engine 
stripped. Tragedy of tragedies, I find the 
pistons are 60 thou oversize. 

The local experts assure me that as the 
cylinders are in pairs, after boring out 
this amount the walls are too thin for 
either sleeving or further boring. Piston 
rings and fairly rapid disposal of the car 
remain the only solution. I have failed 
to get a spare engine block, and wonder 
whether you can suggest any remedy
